?or e nunber of years the three denominatiBss did use 
the church, but because of such widely different beliefs the 
rrethern and —ethoiists decided that it was causing canfusi on 
ar ong their members end that it would be best to withdraw fror 
the church, and get away from these doctrins in which they could 
not bring themselves to wholly believe, oo they went down to

“5rgnn Collins, who had done eo nueh toward building the 
church at Bo.ver, was one of the first to become u member of the 
Church of God. Be became a local preacher of this Brush Hun 
church. Since this is the only church of this denomination 
in this part of the county, its membership includes people 
ns for nwey as Cheat Bridge, for a long tine this was a very 
strong church, but it has gone down somewhat since Robert 
Cilraer moved to Durbin. n e was the Bupt. and Bong leader and 
the mein one who kept the church worii in progress. Leonard 
hoover, a local boy, is the pastor at the present. There are 
20 members. James haybright was the Bupt for a number of years 
before cilmer took ober those duties. 

in 1029 the old cunnings creek school house was bought 
by the Church of cod people and a class was organized at that 
place. The deed wee made on the 10 day of December, 1929 by 
the hoard of Education of Huntersville District, p£ the first 
part aiid nary A. V. Hyles, Enoch 'l'aylor and Mary Bmith, trustees 
of the church of cod, which meets annually at Anderson,indiana, 
of Huntersville, Vi. Va. parties of the second part, 
caid property was advertised for sale and the trustees of the 
church of God bid it in at «125. "It is understood and agreed 
that there is also granted and conveyed all of the double seats 
in the school building located upon said lot. it is further 
stipulated that the premises herein mentioned are conveyed as 
a place for holding Divine worship end that the same may be used
